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The 1970-71 annual report of the New York State Interdepartmental 
Committee on Indian Affairs describes the committee's purpose and 
function as being to render r through the several state departments^ and 
agencies represented , various services to the 8 Indian 
Reservations — Cattaraugusr St* Regis, Tonawanda, Tuscarorar AlleQany, 
Onandaga, Shinnecock, and Poospatuck —located within the boundaries of 
New York. The Department of Commerce programs have included assistance 
in industrial development on JTndian reservations,. The Department of 
Education has contracted with 12 public school -districts and 4 Boards 
ot Cooperative Educational Services for the instruction of elementary 
and secondary pupils near the reservations* In addition, Assistance is 
provided to high school graduates enrolled in post-secondary 
institutions, the Department of Health offers public health services, 
including ambulatory medical care in clinics. The Department of 
Transportation maintains reservation routes as part of the reoular 
state highway system. Also included are discussions of social 
services^ library services, health proqraras, and American Indian 
conferences and councils. The chaiman's report on the 1970—71 
progr:ess of the Interdepartmental Committee and the accomplishments of 
the Legislative Subcommittee on Indian Affairs are related. Addresses 
of the 7 interdepartnental committee members, the 120 Indian Interest 
Organxzationsr and 9 Indian Reservation leader^S and officials are 
included.

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The purpose • of the National Indian Education Association (NIEA) 
Library Project is to plan, develop, and demonstrate library progtans 
that meet informational needs in Indian communities. The project is 
planned in four phases: (1) identification of informational ^ireeds 
through intensive research in selected Indian school communities and 
development of proposed delivery systems intended to meet these needs; 
(2) im4>lementation of demonstration proarams; (3) operation of 
demonstration centers and (4) evaluation of demonstration center 
effectiveness. The end result of the first phase was to propose three 
general models for meeting the informational needs of Indian people. 
The model for each site is deliberately different for experimental 
purposes. This brochure summarizes the activities and findings of the 
entire first phase of the project. (Related studies are: 
LI003826-003828 and 003830.)

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Historically, the library-information needs of Indian people have 
been neglected. This neglect is due to a lack of printed and other 
aaterials. To meet these information needs, the Rational Indian 
Education Association (NIEA) r:eceived a Gran^Lfrom the U.S. Office of 
Education for the purpose of researching, plannino and implementing 
demonstration library centers. Chapter I of this report contains 
background information and an overview of the project. Chapter II 
presents a description of the stuBy desion in which the goals and 
objectives of the study, study proceduires, instrument development, and 
the collection and analysis of da^ta are described.

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The objectives of the Foar Corner^-Hookmobile pro je^ are to provide 
public library servifig related to the economic and social development 
and educSional needs of tb.e Indian reservations in northeastern 
Arizona by means \of a mobile library unit. The implicit objectives are 
tb B^ke library service available and meaningful to people who are not 
accustomed to; having books available in any great numbers and who are

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Intended as a unit for librarians to use in developxna and 
adintaining a library program which will provide information and 
services regarding the American Indian^ this paper discusses the role 
and program of the high school library in promoting Indian culture and 
contributions.

Criteria for selecting 
books for and about Mexican Americans and Indians are included, as 
well as reader's interest and library-interest forms. Criteria for 
judging library services to rural and small communities are also 
given. Implementation of library services is discussed in terms of the 
library r the student-librarian relationship, "the total school, the 
community, and state and national activities. Lists of bibliographies 
on Indians, Hexican Americans, and both Indians and Mexican Americans 
are included, and each entry is coded for interest and use level. 
Supplementary reading Materials for cultural enrichment are listed for 
both Mexican Americans and Indians, and these are also coded by 
interest level . .Resource materials such as films, records^ magazines, 
and newspapers are cited, and a directory of sources concludes the

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This resources booklet represents the contribution or 
participants involved in a library institute held at the University of 
Oklahoma in July of 1970. A special effort was made to make the 
booklet practical for the librarian serving the Indian American. It is 
noted that curriculum in the schools is a total environment involving 
a relationship between the teacher, the learner, the materials, and 
the librarian. The group felt it was their concern that this 
relationship adequately , meet its responsibility to the Indian student, 
this booklet is offered to help the librarian meet this challenge by
